The private members’ 
bill received ail-party sup¬ 
port in the Ontario 
Legislature. 

It's the first bill to be 
sponsored by three MPPs 
from different parties. 

It's also the first bill to be 
given a second and third 
reading and voted on in the 
same day, says Craitor. 

"I think Sir Isaac Brock 
would have appreciated the 
parties working together 
and to have a second and 
third reading at the same 
time." 

To emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of the bill, Craitor 
dressed in an authentic offi¬ 
cer's uniform from the War 
of 1812. 

In order to wear this uni¬ 
form, Craitor had to ask for 
special permission from the 
Speaker of the House. 

"The uniform was so 
unique. I couldn't walk into 
Parliament with the uni¬ 
form and the Sergeant at 
Arms reminded me. So I 
had to make a motion to the 
speaker to give me permis¬ 
sion and it took a while but I 
was eventually allowed in." 

The MPP says wearing 
the uniform made an impact 
on the politicians and the 
public who saw him—many 
people began asking him 
questions. 

When he walked into the 
gallery, he said, many peo¬ 
ple were looking at him, 
wondering who he was and 
why he was dressed 1812- 
style. 

The MPP says he never 
dreamed he would have the 
opportunity to wear the 
uniform of a soldier who 
fought in batde during the 
War of 1812. 

"It's truly an amazing 
thing to imagine I'm stand¬ 
ing here talking about a bill 
and a solider wore some¬ 
thing like this in battle."

35, he said he felt the uni¬ 
form was an amazing tool to

Lean said he worked with 
Quartek architects and the 
town's urban design team 
to come up with a project 
"that will have a presence." 

He wanted a style in 
keeping with the new 
Meridian Credit Union 
across the street, which was 
designed by the same archi¬ 
tectural firm, he said. 

"I've put a lot of work and 


money into this building, 
more than anything else I've 
built," said Lean. 

"I wouldn't have bought 
a property in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake to do something 
ordinary. I wanted this to be 
something special." 

The front stone facade 
will be 30 feet high, although 
the building will only be one 
storey, he said. It will be set 
close to the street, with 
landscaping in front and 


parking in the rear, he said. 

The construction now 
underway is for the first 
phase of the project, which 
has attracted some profes¬ 
sional offices and a national 
chain pet store, although 
there is still 2,000 square 
feet available. 

He approached the Beer 
Store, thinking it would be 
something needed locally, 
but after some initial inter¬ 
est, they changed their 


minds, he said. 

Although it's taken a 
while to settle on details, 
Lean said the NOTL plan¬ 
ning department has been 
very co-operative and easy 
to work with. 

"I knew going into this 
that if you're going to build 
in NOTL, it's not going to be 
your usual stucco and sid¬ 
ing building. Urban design 
is the way of the future, and 
it's the right thing to do."

Not surprisingly, he hopes 
for a future as a politician, 
although he won't say which 
party—pages are supposed to 
be non-partisan, he said. 

He would most like to have 
a hand in changing the imbal¬ 
ances in society. 

“Some people have mil¬ 
lions of dollars tucked away in 
bank accounts, while others 
have to live on welfare and 
can't feed their families.

Good news for Virgil, great news 
to hear about planning department 


We aren't sure quite yet what to 
expect in the new retail project that 
is rapidly developing on Niagara 
Stone Road in Virgil, but we are sure 
it bodes well for the town and resi- 

We often see farmers' fields and 
orchards being torn down for devel¬ 
opment in this town, and that always 
seems distressing. But in this case, 
we have retail space sprouting in 
what was an empty field in the mid¬ 
dle of what has for decades been an 
urban centre, right where develop¬ 
ment is supposed to be, where it will 
bring in tax dollars for the town and 
provide convenient services and 
stores for residents. 

And, if this development turns out 
to be as attractive as it is purported 
to be, after extensive consultations 


between the developer and the 
Town's urban design team, it will be 
a welcome addition to the Virgil 
streetscape, which is so important as 
a gateway to Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

But possibly the best news is the 
respect and appreciation the devel¬ 
oper has expressed about the Town's 
planning department. This isn't 
always the case in NOTL, which has 
long had a reputation for having a 
planning department that has been 
difficult to work with. While that 
may have been a reflection of trying 
to preserve an attractive image, it 
wasn't great for business, and was a 
perception our current Lord Mayor 
promised to change. 

It's good to hear efforts for change 
are working, and we hope we con¬ 
tinue to hear such good news.

Seasonal 
workers 
would like 
explanation 
for not being 
rehired 

I am writing this letter 
on behalf of the three 
former, seasonal Town 
staff of the Lakeshore 
Cemetery. The entire 
former seasonal ceme¬ 
tery staff will not be 
returning to their jobs 
for the 2012 season and 
we have no idea why? 

It would have been my 
9th year as a seasonal 


employee for the Town. 
Altogether, we have 21 
years of seasonal 
employment at the 
Lakeshore Cemetery. We 
were not informed by 
management, that we 
would not be rehired. We 
had to find out about our 
job loss from other sea¬ 
sonal employees. 

This fact in itself is 
unacceptable; we should 
have been notified and 
given an honest explana¬ 
tion. 

We realize that we are 
only seasonal employees 
and that job security is 
not something that we 
can count on. However, 
when your job perfor- 

and you put your heart 
and soul into what you 
do, it is reasonable to 


expect that you will con¬ 
tinue working. Where is 
the human factor? 

Employers ought to be 
candid, reasonable, hon¬ 
est and forthright with 
their employees. Where 
is the respect and con¬ 
sideration for all of us? 
We did nothing wrong, 
so why are we being 
treated this way? 

It is unfortunate that 
we have to express what 
has happened in this 
type of forum, but the 
situation is truly unac¬ 
ceptable. 

In my previous career, 

I was a high-level man¬ 
ager, for another city. 
After 28 years, I retired 
and wanted to continue 
working, to provide for 
my family. This is the 
first time I have ever felt

the need to defend 
myself and my coworkers 
and express a feeling of 
unfair treatment. 

We want to make one 
point very clear. 
Disturbing rumours have 
surfaced that this past 
summer, seasonal 
employees were a big 
part of trying to establish 
union activity for the 
Town. No one has the 
right to accuse us and 
blame us for something 
in which we had abso¬ 
lutely no involvement. 
Are these rumours the 
reason we lost our jobs?

We main¬ 
tained the cemetery, set 
up funerals and spent 


time with grieving fami¬ 
lies, giving them the 
security that their loved 
ones final resting place, 
would be well taken care 
of. 

Whenever our manag¬ 
er was away on vacation, 
we were trusted to look 
after the entire opera¬ 
tion. We worked with 
local funeral homes; 
people depended on us. 
We received compli¬ 
ments on a regular 
basis; and won an award 
for the way the grounds 
were maintained. 

We took pride in our 
job, a place where peo¬ 
ple gather their 
thoughts and remember 
their loved ones. We 
cared about each and 
every person we talked 
to throughout our days. 


We are sad to say 
goodbye. Thank you for 
the many wonderful 
years of memories, we 
loved our job.

Background 

Niagara Region commenced a MEA Class Environmental 
Assessment (EA) project in 2008 to investigate future 
wastewater servicing alternatives for the Niagara Urban 
Service Area (NUSA/NOTL Old Town) and the community of 
Virgil. Increased wastewater servicing capacity for the service 
area is now forecasted to be required by 2016.The objective 
of this study is to: 

• Provide increased servicing capacity to accommodate 
future growth proposed for the two communities 

• Address wastewater flows that occur during wet weather 

• Address operating issues at the existing wastewater 
treatment plant (WWTP) 

As a result of Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) 
triggers being identified during the Class EA, it became 
necessary to complete this project as a Harmonized Federal/ 
Provincial EA. 

Process 

As part of the study, three Public Information Centres 
were held to present background information, details of 
the proposed decision making approach, the long-list of 
alternative servicing solutions, a short-list of alternative 
solutions and the preferred solution. The screening 
and evaluation procedures that were used to assess the 
alternatives were also presented. The preferred solution was 
determined to be Alternative 3a located on Parks Canada 
property consisting of a new WWTP with a wet weather flow 
facility, sewage pumping station upgrades and expansions, 
new and modified sewage forcemains, and a new effluent 
forcemain connection to the existing NOTL outfall sewer, as 
shown below. The decommissioning of the existing WWTP 
facilities will be investigated as a future EA project. 



The Region and its consultants have prepared an

The Rogers tripole tower by 
the library and community 
centre is a similar design to 
what is being considered for 
two of the Public Mobile 
towers, which will also have 
steel lattice-work on the 
three sides. The Rogers 
tower took about a year to 
be approved, but the pro¬ 
cess was more involved 
because it is on town-owned 
property, rather than private 
property. 


Mile Creek Road, another 
50-metre tower on a 
Lakeshore Road property 
across the street from 
Firelanes 7 and 8, and a 
30-metre monopole on 
Niagara Stone Road, 
beside Southbrook 
Winery. 

The towers are to 
accommodate their client, 
Public Mobile. 

A lattice tripole is being 
proposedfortheLakeshore 
Road location to provide 
coverage from Read Road 
to Niven Road and East 
and West Line.

Concession 7, beside 
Southbrook Winery, is a 
monopole with antennas 
at the top of the tower, 
adjacent to agricultural 
lands and 100 metres from 
the closest residence. 

Public Mobile says it 
will consider applications 
to share all three of its pro¬ 
posed towers with other 
telecommunications com¬ 
panies, reducing the need 


for more towers. 

Approval of the towers 
is a federal jurisdiction 
through Industry Canada, 
but the Town of NOTL can 
comment on some aspects 
such as landscaping, 
colour and design. 

The Town also requires 
public information meet¬ 
ings be held so that neigh¬ 
bours can have their say. 

Town council debated 
the Rogers 50-metre trip¬ 
ole tower on Mississauga 
Street for more than a year, 
first investigating alternate 
locations, and once it was 
determined that the library 
property was the best site, 
discussing possible 
designs to make it less 
intrusive. 

But that was on town- 
owned property, and since 
these structures will be on 
private property the pro¬ 
posals will not require 
council approval, says 
town planner Lola 
Emberson. 

There are many towers 
in town, but as more peo¬ 


ple buy smart phones, 
more will likely be 
required, she said, and 
there are still pockets 
where reception is not 

One of the governing 
policies is that other exist¬ 
ing structures be consid¬ 
ered, including other tow¬ 
ers or tall buildings, and in 
the case of the Lakeshore 
Road site, there is a Telus 
tower nearby. But because 
of the amount of equip¬ 
ment and its location on 
the tower, it would not be 
possible to achieve Public 


Mobile’s coverage objec¬ 
tives, Summit says. 

There are no structures 
available near the other 
two sites that would be 
suitable for sharing, the 
Summit information 
report says. 

A public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss all three locations will 
be held Wednesday, April 
4 in the council chamber, 
beginning at 5 p.m. for the 
Lakeshore Road location, 
5:30 p.m. to discuss the 
Niagara Stone Road site 
and 6 p.m. for the Line 6 
discussion.

Every year more than 
5,500 Niagara residents 
have cataract surgery, which 
helps restore sight that has 
been impaired by the cloud¬ 
ing of the eyes normally 
associated with aging. 

Four years ago, the St. 
Davids lion made a com¬ 
mitment to budget a signifi¬ 
cant portion of their budget 
toward a major project, says 
past president A1 Snider. 

Through the purchase of 
an ophthalmic microscope 
that aids surgery, that 
money has been spent on 
helping to restore sight to 


the many residents suffer¬ 
ing from cataracts, said 
Snider. 

The Lions had previously 
tried to satisfy all the many 
requests received yearly but 
decided there was a greater 
need they could fulfill by 
also allocating money to a 
major project. They began 
looking for something in 
the field of eye care, which 
is an important cause of 
Lions International. 

“We decided to do some¬ 
thing associated with eye 
care, since that’s what Lions 
are all about,” said Snider. 

The microscope was 
purchased at the suggestion 
of the Niagara Health 
System, said Snider, and 
today it is in place and help¬ 
ing Niagara ophthalmolo¬ 
gists perform cataract sur¬ 
geries daily.

Was the war by accident 
or was it by design? 

That’s die question Wes 
Turner, a retired history 
professor from Brock 
University, will attempt to 
answer at his lecture this 


evening at the Niagara 
Historical Society Museum. 

The United States 
declared war with Britain 
on June 18, 1812 and the 
Niagara region became cen¬ 
tre stage for some of the 
major battles that would 
take place over the next few 
years, says Turner. 


"I will look at the condi¬ 
tions and events brought on 
by Europe and on the high 
seas and North America.” 

The lecturer says there 
are many questions about 
the War of 1812 and why it 
started. 

“Did the United States 
stumble into war with 


Britain? Was there some 
sort of intention on the part 
of either party? I will raise 
all of these questions but I 
don’t have all of the answers 

He will also address the 
Chesapeake Crisis, the Black 
Hawks, a group within the 
republic party, native leader

details about the war people 
might not know about. 

Turner is currently a co¬ 
chair of the NOTL War of 
1812 Bicentennial Steering
